Council General of the Company of Scot- 

land, Trading to Africa and the [ndies, do in all 

tumble duty beg leave to lay before your Majeſty 
the preſent Condition of our Aﬀairs. 

Your Majeſty. from an earneſt deſire of the 
flouriſhing of your Antient Kingdom, having been 
graciouſly pleaſed by the 32d Act of the 4th Seſ- 
tion, and by the 8th At of the 5th Seflion of 
this current Parliament, and your Majeſty's Let- 
ters Patent under the Great Seal of this King- 
dom following thereupon, to authorize the ſet- 
ling of Plantations and Colonies in Afaa, Africa, 
or America by the Natives of this Kingdom ; and 
fuch others as ſhould joyn with them; as in the 
faid As of Parliament and Letters Patent is more 
part cularly expreſsd | 

We and our Conſtituents, Your Majeſty's moſt 
Loyal Subjects did, upon the faith and encourage- 
ment of the ſaid Ads, and Letters Patent, enter 
into a Society, erect a Company of Trade, and 
with ereat Charge, and after many Difficulties 
ſettled a Plantation on the Northiide of the 
Ilthmus of Darien, a place preciſely in the terms of 
the ſaid Acts of Parliament and Letters Patent. 

And being ſenſible, That as our Company had

other.Ship or'Veſlel for their uſe ; and that under 
the utmolt Pains, Penalties, and Forfeitures men- 
tioned in the ſaid Proclamations. The certain = 
Natiite whereof could not but have put them in a 9 / [ 
deſperate Condition, eſpecially none of our Ad- 

vices having come to their hands, tho we wrote 

to them at ſeveral times, by the ſeveral ways of 
Famaica, Barbadoes, Antegoa, New-England, &c, 

And ſent them likewiſe an illimited Credit for 
buying of Proviſions, till our own Ships and Re- 

cruits ſhould come up to them. 


We have taken ſuch further meaſures, as ſeem'd 
moſt reaſonable to us upon this unexpeted Emer- 
gency, but have too good ground to fear, that 
not only what we have already done, but even all 
that we are able to do, muſt prove ineffeQual, if 
the King and his Parliament of this Kingdom, do 
not give ſome encouraging Mark of their Favour 
and Protection, to our ſaid Company and Colony : 
W herefore we have in all humble Duty petitioned 
his Majeſty that he would be graciouſly pleaſed to 
take off the Force of the ſaid Proclamations, and 
allow his ſaid Parliament to meet at the day ap- 
pointed in November next, or as ſoon as poſlibly 
may be, to give their Advice and Aſſiſtance in 
ſuch a weighty and general Concern. 


Your Lordſhips very well know the great Loſſes, 
both of Men and Treafure, that we have already LE 
ſuffered by the unaccountable Proceedings of the _ 3
